Only children hold that right and 


wrong are t»o distinct and clearly 
marked posts on the road to salva-

(3) Reflecting 
this improvement, oil securities have 
held up much better than any other 
group during the last six months. As 
C write this the oil average is 5 per 
cent below its last December low 
whereas the Dow-Jones industrial 
average is 26 per cent below. 
(4) 


Gasoline demand is running about 
:0,000 barrels daily greater than the 
new supply. 


The troubles of the 
oil business 


have always been more internal than 
external. It has suffered more .from 
selfish and uneconomic practices 
within the industry itself than it >??s 
from genera! business depression. 
The great hazard has been recurring 
periods of •wasteful over-production 
with violent price cutting, all due to 
greed, selfishness, and 
-unethical 


methods. If, as seems likely from re- 
cent developments, the industry has 
learned its lesson and is beginning 
to substitute sound ethical practices 
for the former greediness and waste- 
fulness, it may be on the 
thresh- 


old of more stable prosperity than 
it has yet known. The oils never ful- 
ly shared in the prosperity of 1S2S 
and 1929 and were among the first 
to be hit in the depression. However, 
having had their depression 
first 


they may now be the first to recov- 
er. 


Fundamentals Sound 


The recent decision or the United 


States Supreme Court upholding the 
Oklahoma oil conservation law is s. 
very important constructive factor. 
'.t means- also that the Texas prora- 
:ion case will probably be decided in 
the same way, and puts the legal 
tamp of approval oa controlled pro- 
duction. The California situation is 
much better, with daily output rap- 
idly being reduced to the quota set 
by the state oil umpire. Hence, fun- 
damentallv the industry appears in 
better shape than it has for several 
years. Crude oil at an average price 
of 87 cents a barrel against an av- 
erage of 40 cents last July, and gas- 
oline at 13 cents a gallon against 
10.8 cents last year mean the com- 
panies have much better chances for 
profits in 1S32. 


Recent oil mergers differ from the 


general merger movement back in 
the boom times aa that they are be- 
ing made for sound economic rea- 
sons rather than for 
speculative 


profit. 
The effort in these recent 


consolidations is to build up well- 
rounded- organizations, in order to 
maintain a good balance between 
producing, refining, and 
marketing 


facilities. This leads to worthwhile 
economies from which both the in- 
dustry and the consumers must ul- 
timately benefit. It also tends to seg- 
regate into fewer hands the respon- 
sibility for regulating production in 
accordance with the demand.
